Subject, — Terms and conditions governinp the issuance of import licences financed 
under International Development Association Credit No, 182 IN 
(Industrial Imports). 

No. 97TTC(PN)/70.—The terms and conditions governing the Issuance of import 
licences financed under the I.D.A. Credit No. 182 IN dated 24th April. 1970 (Sixth 
Industrial Imports Project) given in Appendix to this Public Notice are notified 
for the information of Trade. 


Appendix 

Terms and conditions governing the issuance of import licences financed under 
International Development Association Credit No. 182 IN (Industrial Imports) 

I. The import licence Is Issued with an initial validity period upto 31st March, 
1971 only. 


( 611 ) 
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II. The goods imported must fall under the approved list of goods as per 
Annexure I, 

HI, The goods must be purchased from Switzerland or any of the countries 
who are members of the World Bank (the present list of member countries is 
attached at Annexure II) but excluding South Africa and Souih West Africa. 
Shipments must be arranged in vessels registered in countries, who are members 
of I.B.RJO. or on Indian Flag Vessels (with ocean freight payable In Rupees in 
India on India flag shipments). It is most essential that the goods must be pro¬ 
duced in a member country, and not merely transhipped through a member 
country. 

TV. Ordering. — (a) Firm orders must be placed on the suppliers within four 
months from the date of issue of the import licence. If orders cannot be placed 
within four months for valid reasons, the licence should be submitted to the 
Ucenslng authority during the 6th month giving the reasons for the delay in 
placing orders and indicating the date by which orders would be placed and 
extension in the period for ordering as necessary. Such requests will be consider^ 
on merits by the CCI&E, in consultation with the Ministry of Finance (Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs) where necessary. 

(b) A statement of orders in the form attached, vide Annexure III, should be 
sent on the first of each month to the Department of Economic Affairs, Economic 
Aid Accounts Branch, Ministry of Finance, Jeewan Deep Bldg.. Parliament Street, 
New Delhi (Attention: Shri P. C. Jain, Senior Accounts Ofllcerj and to the con¬ 
cerned Industrial Adviser, in the Directorate General of Technical Development, 
New Delhi. Such reports should Include particulars of all eligible licences and 
imports. 

Important Note. —It is necessary that ordering is completed within 4 months 
Or the extended period allowed by the licensing authority in any case. The 
authorised dealers In foreign exchange will not permit establishment of letters 
of credits, or remittance for payment to foreign suppliers unless this icquiremont 
is complied with. 

V. Payment against 1/L, hy remittance through Banks. — (1) Payment of the cost 
of goods acquired should be made, according to procedure described In sub-para 
VI(6) below. Contracts concluded with foreign suppliers, should specify the mode 
of payment and also the documentation required vide para VI below. 

(2) Payment for the cost of goods and services acquired shall be made In 
the currency of the country from which such goods and services are acquired, 
that is, in the currency of country of origin of goods and service.s. To cite an 
example, if the goods are produced or originate in country A, but are shipped 
from a different country B or the supplier is located in country B or another 
country C, the payment has to bo made In the currency of country A and not 
repeat not that of country B or country C. 

(3) Payment of ocean freight charges on Indian flag vessels shipments should 
be made in Rupees In India. 

(4) Payment of Indian Agent’s commission should be made in Indian Rupees 
to the agents in India. Such payments, will however, form part of the licence 
value, and wUl, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

(5) Expenditure incurred in Indian Currency or for goods procured In (Includ¬ 
ing services from) India and also from countries who are not members of World 
Bank (vide Annexure II) is not reimburseable under the I.D.A. Credit Arrange¬ 
ment. 

(6) Detailed procedure for payment.—Payments against the import licence, 

may be made by the Importers through Authorised dealers in foreign exchange in 
India by remittance In the normal manner. The importers shall Indicate In their 
contracts with suppliers that certain documents required by the I.D.A. have to 
bo submitted by the suppliers to the Importers. These documents are described 
In para (VI) below and In Annexure V and should be sent along with a proforma 
as indicated in Annexure IV. Two sets of documents are required, one for pay¬ 
ment purposes and the other for purpose of obtaining relmhursem"^* I.D.A- 

The authorised dealers in foreign exchange, while opening letter of credit against 
Buch import licence would also call for the documents from the supplier. When 
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bills drawn under the letters of credit are paid by the drawee and the amount 

remitted to the principal suppliers abroad, these documents would be separated 

and pinned together and forwarded by the dealers in foreign exchange direct 

to the Ministry of Finance, DEA, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, Jeewan Deep 
Bldg., Parliament Street, New Delhi (Attention; Shrl P. C. Jain, Senior Accounts 
Officer), with the particulars of relative import licence duly noted on each of these 
documents. In the cases where bills are received by the authorised dealers in 
foreign exchange on collection basis to cover imports, the proceeds of the bill 
would not be remitted unless the drawees (imporers) funiLsh to the authorised 
dealer in foreign exchange these documents for forwarding to the Ministry of 
Finance. While opening the letters of Credits through the Indian Banks, these 
cor.ditlons should be stipulated in the letters of Credits by the Bank. 

(7) All payments must be completed within one month after expiry of licence, 
i.c. by 31st May, 11171 (shipments by 30th April, 1971, including one month grtice 
period). Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment of goods, except 
in case of credit facilities, which will be permitted subject to the foUowIng 
conditions:— 

(a) The credit facility should not extend beyond 90 Jays liom the date 

of shipments; 

(b) No interest charges are payable by the importers for the credit ex¬ 

tended, directly or indirectly; and 

(c) All payments are completed by the terminal date, specified above. 

VI. Documentation. —After payments, the importers must arrange to furnish 
Immediately the various prescribed documents (Annexure V in complete shape) 
to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affair.s, Economic Aid 
Accounts Branch, New Delhi to enable them to claim reimbursement from I.D.A. 
As payments will usually be made through the importer’s Bank in India, arrange¬ 
ment should be made with the Bankers to send the documents direct to the 
Ministry of Finance promptly with the proforma indicated In Annexure IV. This 
will expedite the drawals by the Government of India. This arrangement wlU, 
however, not absolve the importers from the responsibility of submission of 
proper documents. The Ministry of Finance will approach the Importers for 
relevant documents if and when necessary. 

Note.—I t should be noted very carefully that the documents for re-imbuxse- 
ments are to be forwarded by the Indian Banks Immediately after payments, and 
under no circumstances, should any delay occur in transmitting these documents. 
The I.D.A. regulations require that applications for withdraw’al should be made 
promptly. Therefore I.D.A. can decline re-lmbursements If claims for amounts 
are delayed. Hence it is very essential that the Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, Invariably receive the dccu- 
ments soon after payments. 

VII. Maintenance of Book.’! and Records. —^The importers shall maintain books 
and records adequate to Identify the goods acquired out of the proceeds of the 
credit to disclose the use thereof in the project and to record the progress of the 
project. Such records and books shall be maintained for a period of five years 
after the date of acqul.sition of the goods. Importer shall enable the authorised 
representatives of 1.13.A. to Inspect the relevant records and documents related 
to the Project, the goods acquired out of the proceeds of the credit and shall 
afford all reasonable opportunity and assistance to them for such examination 
where they propose to carry out such Inspections, 

VIIT. Bnd-use of Qoods. —All goods imported against the licence will be used 
exclu.sivelv for the purpose of production for the domestic civilian market and 
for export. 

IX. Quarterly Renorts on estimated ■pas/ment. —I.D-A./requires quarterly reports 
Indicating the rate 'at which withdrawals are expected to be made throughoi^ 
the disbursement period of the credit. A statement in form In Annexure VI 
should, therefore, be sent by imnortens at the end of each quarter t.e. quarter 
ending’ June, 1970, September, 1970, December. 1970, March, 1971 & June, 1971 
by the 10th of the month following the reporting period, 

X. Notityina supplier.—The importer should apprise the supplier of any special 
provision In the Import licences which affect the suppliers In carrying out the 
transactions. 
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XI. Disputes -—^It should be understood that Government of India will not 
undertake any responsibility for disputes, if any, that may arise between the 
Importers and suppliers. 


XII. Future Instructions—The impoiters shall promptly comply with any 
directions, instructions, or orders issued by the Government regarding any and 
all matters arising from or pertaining to the import licences and for meeting aU 
obligations under the agreement. 

XIII Breach or violation -—^Any breach or violation of the conditions set fortli 
In the above clauses wlU result in appropriate action under the Imports and 
Exports (Control Act).

4 Other evidence satisfactory to the IDA 

(c) Evidence of shipment, In the form of’ 

1. A copy of ocean or airway bill of lading (this need not be a signed 

copy) or 

2. A statement of the supplier or forwarder that the goods have been 

shipped This statement should Include the approximate date of 
shipment, the method of transportation (i e., am, rail or sea) and 
the destination of the ship/aircraft, the name and flag of the 
vessel or aircraft (If known) and amount of ocean/alr freight 
should be given 

Note 1.—If shipment has not been made at the time of the application is sub¬ 
mitted or if the application relates to a down or progress payment on a contract, 
evidence of shipment should be furnished to the IDA as soon as possible after 
Bhlpment. This evidence of shipment should be accompanied by a copy of the 
supplier’s final invoice In cases where the application relates to a down or pro¬ 
gress payment 

Note 2 .-—^When commercial letters of credit are used, no evidence of shipment 
Is required U the Bank’s Report of payment indicates that documents evidencing 
shipment were produced to the commercial bonk at the time payment was made; 
otherwise evidence of shipment as described In (c)(1) or (2) above would be- 

required. 
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Note 3. —Please note carefully that items (1) to (3) under (b) and (1) to (2) 
under (c) above are the various alternatives and what is needed is any one of 
these and not all. 

(d) If the withdrawal, is to reimburse the Borrower for a down or progress 

payment, a copy of the contract or purchase order is required. It la 
of course only necessary to submit tills document once. If payment 
has been made on a contract on the basis of work performed, in 
addition to a copy of the contract, the Borrower should furnish an 
engineer’s certificate or progress report showing that the payment 
was due. 

(e) Information regarding applicable category of the list of goods a.s approved 

by the IDA vide Annexure I. 

Note 4. —Requirement at (c) above means that the importer himself or his hank 
should, while forwarding the documents to the Ministry of Finance (Departmer. 
of Economic Alfairs), indicate the applicable category of the approved list of goods 
under which the Lmiiort has been made. This list of goods is Indicated in annexure, 
I and the licence itself would indicate the applicable category in each case. If 
not, the description of the goods improved would enable the item being classified 
under one of the approved category of goods. In any case, it is for the importer 
to furni.sh this information and he or his bank must not require the supplier to 
indicate such information in his documents to be submitted to the negotiating 
bank under the Letter of Credit. Tho importers should therefore, note carefully 
that no such requirement should be included in their orders or the Letters of 
Credit.

Subject. —Scheme of supply of rough diamonds imported from German democratic 

Republic by NMDC Limited, 

No. 98-lTC(PN)/70.—To meet the increased demand for rough diamonds reauir^ 
ed for export trade In cut or polished diamonds, it has been decided to Import 
roughs from the German Democratic Bepublic in ternr.s of the trade agreement 
between the German Democratic Republic (GDR) and India. 

2. The National Mineral Development Corporation Ltd, (NMDC) has been 
nominated as the agency to handle imports of rough diamonds from the GDR in 
convenient lots, depending upon the local requirements. It will be open to the 
NMDC to import the rough diamonds either on their own against the rupee funds 
placed at their disposal, subject to import licences being issued by the CCI&E, for 
subsequent distiibution/sale to exi>orters or on behalf of the exporters who are eligi¬ 
ble for obtaining release of rough diamonds. In either case, these imports will be 
for replenishment and/or advance release. In the case of imports for supply to ex¬ 
porters who already hold Import licences in the categories mentioned in para 3 
below and who enter into agreement with the NMDC for the supply of rough 
diamonds to them, the licences will be suitably endorsed in favour of the NMDC 
to enable them to undertake imports there-against. 

3. For the purpose of imports from the GDR, the following categories of licences 
will be eligible for endorsement in favour of the NMDC, viz.: — 

(a) Valid import replenishment licences for import of rough diamonds against 

exports to rupee payment countries; 

(b) Import replenishment licences and/or E. P. licences Issued under the 

erstwhile E.P. Scheme on exports to. Rupee Payment Countries which 
have expired on account of non-availability in the Rupee Payment 
Countries rough diamonds and which on application to the CCI&E 
have been revalidated for the purpose of import of rough diamonds 
from the GDR through the NMDC; 

(c) Advance licences granted to Registered Exporhars Including advance 

licences granted to approved Jewellers for sales to foreign tourists. 

4. The NMDC may Import rough diamonds and release supplies to the \’arlous 
categories of licence-holders mentioned in para 3 above, on surrender of tlrelr 
licences, and subject to the following conditions: — 

(a) In the case of Registered Exporters having valid import licences for 
rough diamonds against exports to Rupee Payment Countries—upto the 
unutilised value of the Ucences; 
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(b) In the case ol iBegistered Exporter;? having replenishment licences againat 
expong lo jiuyee ir’aymeni, couniiies, wmen nave oeen revanaaiea 
wirh special permiasion lor import or rougn. oiamoiids—upto ine value 
ol me revuiiauieu licences; 

tc) In the case ol the Registered Exporters holding advance licences for im¬ 
port ox rougn diamunas Ironi Rupee r-ayment countries—upio uie 
value oi their licences suDject 10 ineir givnig a Bond tor lulhiinenl ol 
export obugatlon by export ol cut or pojisned aiamonos to me exiem 
ox 142-0/7 per cent ox me release vaiue ana on givmg a Baiilt 
Guarantee lor hall me tunount ol the value of the release to be 
made ny the NxvxdO vahd iniually lor two years; 

(dj In the case ol those Registered Exporters who have been authorised by 
the Governmenli to participate in overseas trade tairs/exhioitloiis on 
their giving a Bond lor xunihneni oj export obngation by export/sale 
against tree loreign exchange ol cut or polished diamonds to the 
extent ol 142-0/7 per cent 01 the release value and on givmg a BanE 
Guarantee lor hall the amount of the value ol tne release 10 be made 
by the fJMDC vadd initially lor two years; 

(e) Ip the case of approved jewellerg under the Scheme of tales to Foreign 
Tourists, who have fuitilled the prescribed condition of rrnnimum 
annual sale of Rs. 75,000/- the supplies will be restricted to the per¬ 
missible iiercentage rate of replemsnment. 

5. Exporta under the export obligation shall have to be made to General 
Currency Areas obtaining f.o.b. realisation of not lesi than 1100 per carat net of 
all cOmmiBsion and other deductions. 

6 . In the case of licence holders who have endorsed their vahd or revalidated 
replenishment licences In favour of NJyiDC for Importing the rough diamonda, the 
BuppUes will be made to them without any requirement of further export obliga¬ 
tions or bank guarantee. In the case of all others, the supplies will be subject to 
export obUgation of 142-Q/7 per cent of the release value to be fulfilled within six 
months of the release of the tough diamonds, supported by a bank guarantee and 
bond as indicated in paragraph 4 above. A letter of credit will not be Insisted upon 
prior to the release of supplies in such cases. 

7. The registered exporters desirous of availing themselves of the facilities 
under the Scheme will approach the concerned licensing authority for isBue of a 
release order with a consent letter from the NMDC showmg the quantity and value 
of rough diamonds agreed to be released by them- The licensing authority will 
issue a release order on the NMDC after making the necessary endorsement on 
the valid replenishment licence produced by the registered exporter. The NMDC 
will supply the quantity/value of the rough diamonds covered by the release order 
issued in favour of the registered exporters. 

Applications for advance licences shall be made by the applicants In the pro¬ 
forma prescribed by the CCI&E in the ITC Hand Book ol Rules and Procedure, 

a. The NMDC shall fix the price of sale as may cover the reasonable Incidentals 
Incurred on import and sale activities.
